As soon as it was founcftbat Noble 
was dead. Coroner Shatick of A r ­ 


lington was called and an inquest 


was held. 
Sheriff Bebout 
notified 
Sheriff Patterson at Greensburg last 
night and Noble’s relatives near here 
were also telephoned the -news. 
It 


was expected that they would arrive 
this afternoon and make arrange­ 


ments to care for the body. 
It is 
likely that the funeral will take place 
at Edinburg, where a brother resides. 


It is very likely that the death of 


Noble will end proceedings in the 
murder case. 
So fa r as flie motion 
for a new trial is concemed that was 


a waste o f energy and the volumin­ 
ous brief will be consigned to the 


waste babketjtto doubt. 
The question 
has been raised, will any action be 
taken to attempt to learn o f the iden­ 


tity 
of 
the 
murderer 
of 
Albert 
Sprague. 
The attorneys fo r Noble in 
the motion for a new trial made some 


very strong charges against the wid­ 
ow of the murdered farmer, but it is 
not likely that any action gainst her 
will be taken. 
It would be impossi­ 
ble to get any evidence against her 


so weak is the case. 


An article appeared in the Daily 
Republican 
yesterday 
evening 
in 


which it was stated that Noble suf­ 
fered an epiieptic fit in the jail about 
four o’clock 
yesterday 
afternoon. 


That was the belief of the physicians 


who were first called, when in reality 
Noble was then suffering with strych­ 
nine poisoning. 
B u t he led the doc­ 
tors to believe that he was having 
another “ spell” which were describ­ 


ed in the trial here as being common 


occurrences in his life. 


Mrs. Clata Bebout was attracted 
to the cell room of the ja il yesterday 
afternoon about 
three 
o’clock by 
sounds of moaning and found Noble 
lying in the corridor. 
He cried that 


he was dying and mumbled something 


about being innocent as he writhed on 
the floor in indescribable agony. Mrs. 
Bebout failed to get the physicians 
and called in neighbors who attempt­ 
ed to relieve him. 
Policemen Wolters 
and M cAllister arrived and removed 


him to a cot where he was given some 
relief. 


He seemed to regain consciousness 
fo r breif spaces of time a*id recog­ 
nize people about him. 
He remem­ 
bered John g o iters arid spoke of the 


kind treatment he had received from 


him and the m any times that he had 
been given a chew of tobacco by the 


officer.

Coroner Shjauck of Arling­ 
ton w ill return a verdict of suicide by 


poisoning with strychnine. 
Noble, it 


w ill be remembered, was found guilty 
of murder in the first degree by a 
ju ry in the local court on the night of 
Monday, M arch 13, and was sentenc­ 
ed to life imprisonment in the State 
penitentiary at Michigan City. 
The 


sentence was withheld by Judge B la ir 


when Noble’s attorneys declared their 


intentions of filing a morion for a 


new trial, which they did on the last 


day of grace, one week -ago today. 
That Noble’s rash act had been 
contemplated and 
planned for 
at 


least a week and perhaps more is ap­ 


parent since lie wrote the til'st of two 


notes which he left sometime between 
Thursday, April 6. and Friday, April 
14. 
Tfhe last note was dated Mon­ 
day, April 17. 
The first note was 
written on the fly leaf from “ Brew ­ 


sters Millions,” which was given to 


him by Sheriff Bebout to read. 
That 


Noble has contemplated suicide since 
lie was first arrested is certain since 
he states in one of the notes that he 


got the “ two little tablets” while in 
the Indianapolis jail. 
Whether he 


planned to end liis life sooner and his 


nerve failed him when the crisis came 
will never be known. 


The brief epistles were extremely 


pathetic. 
They breathed |of tinno- 


cence. yet they conflict with the idea 


that he took his life before he learned 
whether or not he would get a new 
■trial. 
The fact that he did not wait 
to learn the result of the argument on 


the motion leaves the impression that 


he was guilty of the 
erime 
even 


though lie protested his innocence to 
the last. 


In the last words which lie wrote 
lie remembered his father, his broth­ 
ers and his sisters. 
It is sad when he 


states that he 
wishes his 
folks to 


know that “ his thoughts were of them 


when we were in our childhood hap­ 


py days in old Kentucky.” 
In the 
notes he protests his innoeenee. but 
he does not intimate who the slayer 
of Sprague is. 
He holds out to the 


last that he was convicted of ft crime 
that he never committed. 


The two notes were almost alike. 


The one which was 
written 
first 
sometime last week on the fly leaf 
from the novel says: 


“ M y dear friends one and all, I

couple was engaged in some unlawful 


practice since they were never at 


home at night and slept most of the 
time during the day. 
The police have 
been notified and they will be on the 


lookout fo r the strange couple, who 


represented themselves (to be ¡man 


and wife. 
The note which they left 
has been tunned over to the police. 


The couple resided in the north 
half of a house with Mrs. M ary J. 


Cline at 5 07 North Harrison street. 


As was stated in yesterday’s D aily 


Republican, Mrs. Cline 
as well as 
other neighbors were very 
curious 
about the man and woman. 
They 
sought to learn their occupation and 
what business 
tihey had 
here, but 


every attempt failed miserably. 
The 
two people were very loath to give 


out 
any 
information 
concerning 


themselves except that the man posed 
as the son of a wealthy farm er living 
near Liberty. 
When Mrs. Cline read in the Daily 
Republican Monday 
evening of the 


robbery* at the MeClanalmn home Sun 


day evening, 
her suspicions 
were 


'aroused even more 
concerning 
the 
strange couple. 
The fact that they 
sjxoit little time at home at night and 
that the men did not have any oc­ 
cupation that she or other neighbors 


could learn, caused Mrs. Cline to con­ 


nect them with the robbery. 
Monday 
evening Mrs. Cline 
went 
into the 
Pauley side of the house and read 
the article in the D aily Republican 
concerning the 
robbery to 
them. 


When she read that part of the story 


where it was said that 
the police 
would make an earnest endeavor to 
•catch the robbers, 
Pauley 
laughed 
uproariously and considered it the 
best joke of the season. 
Mrs. Cline 


left the house with even more sus­ 


picions. 
That night or early the next 


morning the couple had 
departed, 
Mrs. Cline discovering it yesterday 


morning. 
It developed today that Mr. and 


Mrs. Pauley were seen to board an 
I. & C. traction car at Fountain town, 


yesterday. 
Mrs. Otto Crawford of 


W est Fourth street recognized the 


couple. 
Mrs. Pauley was disguised 
as a man, but her feminine face was 
not changed. 
Neighbors have seen 
Mrs. Pauley wear only one jacket and 
that was left behind in 
the house 


where they lived. 
It has developed that the couple 


bought a large bill of groceries at a 
local store Monday evening 
before 
leaving, it is believed to throw people 
off their track and lead them to be­ 
lieve that they 
did not 
intend to 


leave. 
Most of the groceries were 


found in the house.

lando Bern'andi, the Italian, who 


shot Mrs. Fred Smith and then fired 


a bullet into his own head at Knights­ 
town Sunday evening, died in the ja il 


at Knightstown this morning at nine 
o’clock. 
Little hope has been ex­ 
pressed for the Italian since Monday 


when he suffered a relapse and grad­ 


ually grew worse. The Italian shot 


himself, fearing that he had killed 
Mr. and Mrs. Smith and would have 
to suffer for it. 
The bullet lodged in 


the Italian ’s brain and it was im­ 


possible for the physician to dislodge 
it. 


The New 
Castle 
Courier 
says: 
Bern-andi has been unconscious since 
Monday afternoon and his physician, 
Dr. F. J. Drake, gives no hope for his 


recovery. 
It was believed that he 


would die before Wednesday morning. 
Notwithstanding repeated probing 
efforts, the bullet which Bernandi fir­ 
ed into the right side of his neck and 
which took an upward course, is still 


unlocated and remains lodged in the 


Italian ’s brain. 
H is rugged constitu­ 
tion. it is believed, h a s been the means 
of prolonging his life. 
Mrs. Ida Smith, who was shot by 
Bernandi in his insane frenzy, w ill re­ 


cover. 
H er wounds will result in the 


loss of the sight o f her right eye and 
a permanent disfiguration of her face. 


The woman is being nursed by her 


husband, Fred Smith, who despite the 
alleged unfaithfulness of his wife, 
has come to her aid at a time most 


needed. 
Smith, aside from a number 


of bruises, lhas recovered from the at­ 


tack made upon him by Bernandi. 


Prosecuting Attorney IT. II. Evans 
of New Castle was in Knightstown 
Tuesday making an investigation of 


the case. 
He found matters such as 
were portrayed in Monday’s 
dis­ 


patch to the D aily Courier. 
He also 


found that Bernandi’s condition is 
such that he can not be removed to 
the county ja il and he ordered the lo­ 
cal officers to communicate with him 


if it was 
seen 
that Hie 
Italian ’s 
wounds would not prove fatal. 


Before lapsing in his unconscious 
state, Bernandi called Dr. Drake and 
in fa irly good English made it under­ 
stood that he desired to recover. 
He 


asked the physician to exert every 


effort to forstail the grim reaper and 


in payment assigned a $5 00 life in­ 
surance policy to him.

by driving a short stake into the 
ground and firmly nailing a shallow 
wooden box on top of it. 
The box 
generally measures two by thrpe feet 
and has a number of boles in the 
bottom to drain it of rain or snow 
water. 
It is always high enough to 
be beyond reach of any cat that might 
try to leap to it from the ground. Care 
also is taken to select a spot far enough 
from fences, trees or buildings to pre 
vent cats from pouncing down on it 
when the birds are feeding.

bird table go scraps from the house, 
table and 
kitchen, 
pieces 
of 
stale 
bread and cake, strips of fat meat, 
potato parings, carrot ends, bits of 
any kind of table greens, apple skins 
and cores and Cabbage leaves.

mander of Fleeing Forces Crossed 


Line and Gave H im self Up to Am er­ 


ican Officer, Acknow ledging Defeat. 


El Paso, Tex., April 19 .—The mili­ 
tary au thorities in Ju arez have official 
information that several hu ndred reb­ 
els are in Bau che, twelve miles sou th 
of Ju arez. No soldiers are to be sent 
ou t to meet any attack from this body, 
as every available man is being u sed 
to fortify the town. 


Dou glas, Ariz., April 19 .—From the 
appearance of Agu a Prieta streets 
when the federáis entered after the 
rebels had silently stolen ou t, it was 
evident that the raking fire pou red 
Into the town had been more effective 
than the rebels admitted. 
Fifty bo dies' were lying in 
the 
streets, bu ildings w*ere perforated and 
many adobe residences were shelter­ 
ing wou nded non-combatants, » inclu d­ 
ing several women and children. The 
condition of many persons is pitifu l. 
The town is not well su pplied with 
provisions, bu t as the port has been 
f# opened here, it will not be hard to 
su pply them. 
Spectators on top of the Dou glas 
city hall reported seeing throu gh field 
g lasses federal soldiers going over the 
battlefield where they attacked the 
trenches and bayonetting their own 
wou nded who had been left on the 
field u Yider the blazing su n all day 
and throu gh a night of u nu su ally low 
tem peratu re. It Is believed more than 
likely that the federáis were bu rying 
the dead, 
Ttoíó fíéí Renaldo Diaz, in command 
of Agu a Prieta, has placed a strong 
patrol of Yaqu i Indians along the in­ 
ternational line. They have orders to 
perm it no one to pass. The Americaq 
troops are patrolling this side and 
have the same orders. The line is ef­ 
fectu ally 
blockaded. 
More 
United 
States cavalry has arrived and the 
force is now su fficient to handle any 
situ ation. The president’s message to 
Governor Sloan cleared the atm os­ 
phere and leading men approve the 
execu tive’s cou rse. 
It is now said, that Belisarid Garcia, 
the highest officer in command of the 
insu rrectos, instead of over 1,000, had 
less than 500 men to hold the town 
against 1,200 federáis. 
He expected 
Ju an Cabrial with reinforcements from 
the sou thwest, and Madame Talamen- 
tes with 300 men from the sou th. De­ 
serters said Cabrial’s force had en­ 
cou ntered federáis in the Ajo mou n­ 
tains sou thwest of here and had been 
cu t to pieces. 
Madame Talamentes, 
“the Joan of Arc of the revolu tion,” 
never got within sight and the where­ 
abou ts of her force is u nknown, if it 
exists at all. 
When this was learned 
by Garcia, the rebel leaders held a 
cou nciKand differences arose which 
resu lted 
in 
Garcia, 
commander-in- 
chief, crossing the line u narmed and 
su rrendering to Lieu tenant Colonel 
Shu nk of the First cavalry. 
Colonel 
Medina was the only high officer left 
in the garrison. 
He came across the 
line, visited his wife and dau ghter, 
who are in Dou glas, and retu rned to 
Agu a Prieta. It is su pposed he led the 
arm y away, bu t in which direction is 
not definitely known. 
Rebel deserters straggled into Dou g­ 
las withou t arms, and 
some gave 
themselves u p to the American* sol­ 
diers. General Garcia was one of the 
first to su rrender. 
W ith the com­ 
mander-in-chief gone, the garrison be­ 
came demoralized. 
“Red” Lopez, an­ 
o ther commander, came to Dou glas, 
bu t did 
not 
su rrender, 
except 
to 
liqu or. 
Reaching the Nacozari railroad sta­ 
tion 
before 
they discovered 
Agu a 
Prieta was in the hands of the fed­ 
eráis, scou ts from Cabrial’s command 
nu mbering several 
hu ndred 
rebels, 
tu rned and fled u nder the fire of the 
federáis, who chased the retreating 
scou ts, firing fu lly 300 shots before 
the advance gu ard of Cahrial’s forces 
opened fire on them. 
The rebel ad­ 
vance gu ard then fell back on the 
main body, the federáis retu rning to 
camp. 
The appearance of Cabríai s 
command has revived the excitement

CAUSES A SPLIT IN 
< MISSOURI PACIFIC 


George Gou ld Triu mph s Over 


His En emies. 


New York, April 19 .—A long and 
bitter controversy over the selection 
of a new president at a meeting of the 
board of directors of Missou ri Pacific 
ended in the election of B. F. Bu sh, 
president of the W estern Maryland 
and a Gou ld man, in the resignation 
of Pau l M. W arbu rg of Ku hn. Loeb & 
Co., and Corneliu s Vanderbilt from the 
directorate, and in seemingly irrecon­ 
cilable differences between the firm of 
Ku hn, Loeb & Co. and the American 
and foreign stockholders represented 
fiy it; and the Gou ld party and its ad­ 
herents. 
Votes against Mr. flu sh were cast 
by all the new members of the board 
elected at the last annu al meeting, 
with whom George J. Gou ld had made 
arrangem ents for the development or 
rehabilitation of the company 
The 
election of Mr. Bu sh was carried de­ 
spite the fact that the m ajority of the 
special committee appointed to select 
a president as su ccessor to Mr. Gou ld 
reported against him. 
The resignation of Ku hn, Loeb & 
Co.’s representative ipeans the firat 
fight between railroad systems since 
the 19 07 panic. 
The clash between 
the bankers and the Gou ld party indi­ 
cates that other plans will now* be fal­ 
lowed, and in railroad offices it is con­ 
sidered certain that these plans will 
stir u p a good deal of strife.

Charge at Agua Prieta, W ashington 


Feels That Present Danger of a C ri­ 


sis H as Been Averted— Foreign A f­ 


fairs Com m ittees of Congress U rg ­ 


ing Moderation and Care. 


W ashington, April 19 .—Tension in 
official circles here has been relieved 
by the evacu ation of Agu a Prieta by 
the insu rrectos and the resu mption of 
federal control of the cu stom hou se 
there. All are disposed to follow Pres­ 
ident Taft’s lead in u rging strong self- 
restraint in dealing wu th. conditions in 
Mexico. 
This was clearly indicated 
in statem ents made by members of 
the foreign affairs committees of the 
two hou ses, w*ho u rged great modera­ 
tion and carefu lness in regard to Mex­ 
ico. 
Two new resolu tions were intro ­ 
du ced in the hou se calling for an in­ 
vestigation into conditions in Mexico. 
A resolu tion is pending in the senate, 
directing the foreign relations com­ 
m ittee of that body to make an inves­ 
tigation, and the likelihood now is that 
resolu tions will he adopted in both 
branches of congress. 
A dispatch 
from Ambassador Wilson in Mexico 
City to Mr. Taft said that President 
Diaz has prpmised “a definite restric­ 
tive policy along the border.” 
The Mexican government’s formal 
reply to the protest by the United 
States is expected within a day or 
two. 
It is su ggested here that an 
effort will be made by the Diaz gov- 
£ f*nment to establish a iieutraT z*one 
of abou t five miles along the border 
In which there shall be no fighting. 
The difficu lty in regard to this plan is 
that it will requ ire the consent of the 
Insu rrectos. 
The su rrender to United 
States 
troops of the insu rgent general and 
other insu rrectos who crossed the line 
at Dou glas, makes it necessary for the 
United States to decide what they will 
do with these men.
